The  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Foundation  are  to  print,  pub¬ 
lish,  circulate  and  distribute  the  theological,  scientific  and  other 
works  and  writings  of  EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG,  for  benev¬ 
olent,  charitable,  scientific,  missionary  and  philanthropic  pur¬ 
poses,  as  well  as  annotations,  commentaries  thereon  and  ex¬ 
tracts  therefrom,  and  to  purchase,  sell,  translate  into  any  lan¬ 
guage,  edit  and  advertise  such  works  and  writings;  to  print,  pub¬ 
lish,  circulate,  purchase,  or  sell  literature  in  agreement  there¬ 
with  or  collateral  thereto;  to  acquire,  prepare,  publish  and  dis¬ 
tribute  biographies  of  EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG;  to  hold 


meetings,  lectures,  debates  and  conferences  as  a  means  of  pro¬ 
moting  interest  in  his  writings  and  teachings;  to  maintain  read¬ 
ing-rooms,  libraries,  branches  and  stations  for  reference  and 
study  of  such  writings  and  teachings  in  any  part  of  the  world, 
and  to  do  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  incidental  to  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  the  foregoing  purposes  and  powers,  which 
purposes  and  powers  shall  be  exercised  without  any  pecuniary 
profit  to  any  officer,  member  or  employee  of  the  corporation 
except  reasonable  compensation  for  services  in  effecting  one  or 
more  of  such  purposes  or  powers.

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PRESIDENTS  REPORT 


We  have  every  reason  to  be  content  with  our  operations 
during  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  on  March  31,  1969.  Distri¬ 
bution  reached  35,736  (20,450  of  Swedenborg’s  Works  and  15,286 
Collateral)  volumes,  10,235  or  40%  more  than  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  The  volume  of  cash  sales  remained  steady  at  about 
34%  of  total  distribution.  The  influence  of  our  new  quarters  — 
second  year  in  them  —  on  the  over-the-counter  sales  continues 
to  manifest  itself,  accounting  for  508  sales,  compared  with  394 
sales  during  our  first  year  of  occupancy. 

In  addition  to  over-the-counter  distribution,  sales  included 
orders  from  251  libraries  for  519  volumes,  349  bookstores  for 
5603  volumes,  and  direct  mail  shipments  of  3447  books.  Over 
7670  packages  were  shipped  during  the  year.  Aside  from  the 
number  of  volumes  sold,  we  also  sold  4334  pamphlets. 

Bare  totals  tell  only  part  of  the  story.  A  break-down  of  our 
book  distribution  recorded  on  pages  following  will  be  of  interest. 

African  shipments  were  largely  to  Ghana  in  response  to  re¬ 
quests  mainly  from  secondary  school  students  avid  for  any  kind 
of  educational  reading  material,  but  with  a  steadily  growing  pro¬ 
portion  of  teachers,  clergy,  government  officials  and  univer¬ 
sity  students  displaying  more  literate  and  serious  interest.  A 
number  of  discussion  and  study  groups  have  been  formed. 

An  increasing  volume  of  orders  appear  in  our  sales  records, 
particularly  during  March,  following  wide  distribution  of  our  new 
catalog  in  late  January:  62  individual  orders  for  a  total  of  438 
volumes  on  the  order  form  stapled  into  our  catalog. 

Let  us  take  a  look  at  the  background  of  these  developments. 


OUTREACH 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  John  Lister,  outreach  activ¬ 
ities  have  been  well  maintained,  with  51  accredited  distributors 
at  the  close  of  the  period,  after  a  few  dropouts  and  several  addi¬ 
tions.  We  now  have  eight  overseas.  Mr.  Lister  reports  that  con¬ 
tact  with  new  readers  rose  to  about  1260  persons.

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Dr.  Synnestvedt  completed  his  work  on  The  Pocket  Swed¬ 
enborg,  the  manuscript  having  been  subsequently  accepted  for 
publication  by  Twayne  Publishing  Co.,  and  it  is  expected  to  be 
off  the  press  later  in  the  year. 

Mr.  Spiers'  English  translation  of  de  Geymuller's  book  Swed¬ 
enborg  und  die  Ubersinnliche  Welt  was  completed.  With  the 
benefit  of  suggestions  from  reviewers  in  the  fields  of  science 
and  parapsychology,  the  manuscript  is  in  the  process  of  being 
copy-edited  preliminary  to  offering  it  to  commercial  publishers. 

Due  to  the  inability  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Wunsch  to  continue 
with  his  work  on  the  new  Dictionary  of  Correspondences,  this 
project  is  at  present  in  suspension. 

The  Rev.  Leslie  Marshall  has  continued  work  on  a  projected 
Condensed  Concordance,  but  no  decision  has  yet  been  taken 
with  respect  to  eventual  publication. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  Las  Americas  Publishing  Co.’s  Spanish  edition  of  Helen 
Keller's  My  Religion  came  off  the  press  and  is  currently  being 
distributed  throughout  Spain  and  Latin  America.  Their  Spanish 
edition  of  Spalding's  Introduction  to  Swedenborg's  Religious 
Thought  went  to  press  and  is  expected  to  become  available  for 
distribution  this  coming  fall. 

Dr.  Asela  Kann  began  a  Spanish  translation  of  Trobridge’s 
Swedenborg:  Life  and  Teaching  and  is  progressing  rapidly.  Her 
translation  of  Sex,  Eros,  Marital  Love  was  completed  and  is 
being  copy-edited  for  opportune  publication,  as  is  a  new  Span¬ 
ish  translation  of  Heaven  and  Hell. 

We  arranged  for  a  Gujarati  translation  of  My  Religion  which 
is  under  way. 

The  Rev.  Shiro  Torita  continued  publishing  serially  in  his 
monthly  magazine  his  translation  of  True  Christian  Religion 
and  My  Religion. 

The  Rev.  Yoshii  Yanase  completed  publication  of  his  Jap¬ 
anese  translations  of  Apocalypse  Revealed,  Brief  Exposition, 
and  Earths  in  the  Universe. 

A  "Swedenborg  Center"  has  been  organized  in  Buenos  Aires 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Arturo  Habegger  who  reports  for¬ 
mation  of  a  group  of  six  persons  with  regular  meeting  for  study 
and  discussion.  Mr.  Habegger  is  also  cooperating  in  the  editing 
of  new  translations. 


BOARD  AND  COMMITTEE  ACTIVITIES

PRIZE  ESSAY  CONTEST 

Arrangements  for  a  1969  (repeat)  contest  at  the  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  were  concluded.  The  topic  selected  was 
"The  Theology  of  Hope  in  the  Writings  of  Swedenborg."  As 
we  go  to  press  fourteen  registrants  have  applied.  Essays  are  to 
be  turned  in  by  Oct.  1,  1969. 

An  inquiry  regarding  our  essay  contests  had  been  received 
from  Yale  Divinity  School  and  information  was  supplied. 

BUILDING 

Maintenance  has  been  adequately  attended  to,  with  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  new  hot-water  boiler.  A  drain  blockage  occasion¬ 
ed  a  flooding  of  the  cellar  with  damage  to  a  number  of  books. 
The  increase  of  New  York  City  Real  Estate  Assessment  is  being 
protested. 

Income  totaled  $14,700.  and  expense  $10,600. 

MEMBERSHIP 

During  the  year  we  lost  9  members  through  death  and  15 
new  Life  Members  were  elected,  making  a  membership  of  316 
at  year's  end. 

PERSONNEL 

The  foregoing  recital  needs  no  embroidery  to  visualize  the 
heavy  load  carried  by  our  three  full  time  salaried  staff  members, 
supplemented  by  two  part  time  employees;  and  their  devotion  to 
these  tasks  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.  Our  gratitude  is  also 
due  to  our  Board  members  and  officers  for  the  time  and  thought¬ 
ful  consideration  they  have  given  in  the  promotion  of  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Foundation. 


Promotion  flyers  were  mailed  to  9,600  libraries  (rented  list). 

We  have  continued  our  listings  in  Trade  Book  Directories 
and  have  added  others  to  our  list. 

We  contracted  with  Editor's  Digest  and  the  Precis  Syndicate 
for  distribution  of  articles  on  Swedenborg  and  Helen  Keller 
among  local  and  suburban  news  media  throughout  the  country. 

Results  had  not  been  determined  at  the  close  of  the  period  but 
subsequent  orders  have  been  very  good.

We  have  examined  the  accompanying  state¬ 
ment  of  net  assets  of  Swedenborg  Foundation,  In¬ 
corporated  (a  New  York  membership  corporation) 
as  of  March  31,  1969.  and  the  related  statements  of 
income,  costs  and  expenses  —  General  Fund,  and 
changes  in  net  assets  for  the  fiscal  year  then  ended. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  consid¬ 
ered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  Marketable 
securities  held  by  the  Foundation's  investment  cus¬ 
todian  were  confirmed  to  us  by  the  custodian.  As 
to  income  from  grants,  bequests  and  gifts  it  was 
not  practicable  to  extend  our  examination  beyond 
accounting  for  receipts  as  recorded. 


In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  present  fairly  the  net  assets  of  Swedenborg 
Foundation,  Incorporated  at  March  31,  1969,  and 
the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that 
of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1.  Investments  are  carried  in  the  statement  of  net  assets  at  cost 

Premium  on  bonds  is  being  amortized  from  date  of  Durchase 
to  the  maturity  date. 

2.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate 

of  John  Hudson  Chambers  represented  by  assets  held  in 
Canada.  The  assets  are  distributable  under  the  terms  of  the 
Will  after  the  decease  of  certain  life  tenants.  Fixed  annui¬ 
ties  are  payable,  if  earned,  to  various  beneficiaries  during 
their  lifetime  from  the  income  of  the  major  portion  of  these 
assets,  any  excess  of  income  being  paid  to  the  residuary  leg¬ 
atees.  The  income  from  the  remainder  of  the  assets  is  shared 
by  other  life  tenants  (or  their  surviving  widows),  the  resid¬ 
uary  legatees  sharing  in  the  income  in  the  ratio  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  life  tenants. 

3.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate 

of  John  O.  West.  This  estate  is  estimated  to  be  valued  at 
approximately  $120,000.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  final 
distribution  is  to  be  made  twenty  years  from  the  date  of 
death  (1975).  At  present  the  Will  is  being  contested  by  other 
beneficiaries  and  a  former  wife  of  the  decedent  and  the 
amount  of  the  eventual  distribution  to  the  Foundation  by 
the  estate  appears  indeterminable. 

4.  The  Foundation  received  a  gift  of  50  shares  of  Standis  Reality, 

Inc.,  a  New  York  corporation,  from  J.F.  Seekamp,  whom  the 
Board  of  Directors  has  authorized  to  represent  the  Founda¬ 
tion  in  the  disposition  of  the  shares.  The  value  of  these 
shares  is  indeterminable. 

5.  In  prior  years  the  Foundation  received  certain  gifts  and  be¬ 

quests  (in  addition  to  a  $40,000  general  bequest)  from  John 
Ellis  as  follows: 

(a)  Gifts  requiring  principal  and  income  to  be  used  for 

a  specific  purpose  $10,000 

(b)  Bequest  to  supplement  above  amount,  if  additional 
amount  is  required,  otherwise  for  general  purposes 

20,000 


(c)  Bequest  with  prayer  to  use  for  specific  purposes 

10,000 

$40,000 


The  Foundation  believes  that  no  part  of  the  $20,000  bequest 
(Item  b  above)  will  be  required  for  the  purpose  specified 
in  the  gift  and  has  classified  this  amount  as  general  funds. 
Although  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Foundation  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  prayer  with  respect  to  the  $10,000 
bequest  (Item  c  above)  the  Board  of  Directors  voted  to  treat 
this  item  as  an  unrestricted  bequest. 


.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation  adopted  (on  Octo¬ 
ber  21,  1968)  a  funded,  non-vested,  non-contributory  pen 
sion  plan  for  regular  employees,  effective  for  the  year  endec 
March  31,  1968.

DESIROUS  OF  MAKING  PROVISIONS  BY  WILL 

It  is  the  safer  course  for  such  persons  to  consult  a  competent 
lawyer  of  the  State  where  the  property  may  be  limited.  Especially 
is  this  important  if  the  property  to  be  given  consists  of  real  estate. 
The  laws  of  more  than  one  State  provide  that  a  devise  of  land 
situated  within  that  Slate  cannot  be  made  directly  to  a  foreign 
corporation  for  charitable  uses  —  that  is,  cannot  be  made  to  such 
a  corporation  organized  or  situated  in  some  other  State  or  Coun¬ 
ty  than  the  State  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  In  such  cases. 
Form  4  (below)  should  be  used.  In  several  States,  moreover,  no 
such  devise  or  bequest  is  good,  unless  a  certain  time  after  the  will 
is  made  shall  elapse  before  the  death  of  the  testator. 

It  is  impracticable  to  give  directions  which  will  be  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  varying  statutes  of  all  the  States.  But  except  as 
for  those  States  whose  law  requires  a  certain  time  to  elapse  be¬ 
tween  the  making  of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator,  the 
following  forms  are  believed  to  be  respectively  sufficient: 


FORM  II 

Bequests  of  Notes,  Bonds,  etc.

Located  in  the  State  of  New  York,  whose  laws  permit  a  devise  to 
be  made  directly  to  this  Foundation:  and  also  adapted  to  a 
devise  of  land  in  any  State  whose  laws  may  permit  that  land 
situated  in  such  State  may  be  devised  to  charitable  or  benev¬ 
olent  corporations  located  in  another  State  than  the  State 
in  which  the  land  is  situated.
